the economy by a means of selected statistical tables, P re jjcea 
by a bfef tert describing the noteworthy developments in the 
sector during the recent past. While it is. not 'plated that 
-t-hP new volume will be as. comprehensive or interpretative as 
that published by the Committee in July 1966 under the heading 
of "Hew fireetioL in the Soviet Econor^,” this most recently 
provides an appropriate frame of reference as to the arrangement 
and scope of materials to be included. 

The Committee is once more turning to your organization 
for research and analytical support in connection wuth thus 
important undertaking. The contributions made by Central 
Intelligence Agency in the past, as everyone wi g , 
o-reatlv helped the earlier Joint Economic Committee studies in 
achieving a^igh standard of scholarship and gaining a wide 
voonmi-Hnn in Congress and elsewhere, as a major source 
up-to-date/ verifiable data and objective analysis on the economy 

of the Soviet Union.

from the Centrai Intelligence Agency new and up-dated material 
related to: (a) recent developments in the manpower situation;

(c; a selected bibliography of current Soviet economic monographs.

scheduie, the Committee would like to have all contributions to 
the forthcoming survey submitted by March 1, 1968. 

I hope that we will receive your cooperation in this 
matter, as we have in the past. You may wish to designate a 
member of your staff to discuss the particulars of the subject 
matter to be covered by your agency with Mr. Leon M. Herman, 
Legislative Reference Service, Library of Congress, who will again 
serve as the coordinator of the study for the Joint Economic 
Committee.
